SPEAKER ASKS 


Rev. 
Fr. 
Maier 
Gives 


Fitting Address at 


Memorial Rites 


That the most fitting tribute we 


can pay our warrior dead 
is 
to 


seek a permanent peace, was the 
theme, of an Inspiring 
Memorial 


Day address delivered at. the Le- 
gion burial plot m Fernwood oem- 
eterery yesterday by the R«v. pr. 
Sebastian MaJer, pastor 
of 
All 


Saints' Catholic, church. 


"It Is honorable and Just that 


those who have made the supreme 
sacrifice should not be forgotten," 
stated Fr. Maier in opening 
hj.«j 


address. Pointing out that the old 
axiom. 
"Out 
of 
Sight, Out of 


Mind." wan particularly true in 
the day in which 
we 
Uve, 
the 


speaker stated that. It was' only 
right that a day be set aside to 
commemorate those men who had 


died in the service of their coun- 
try, and to make solemn and ap- 
propriate observance on guch oc- 
casion. 


Wars of conquest wer* then de- 


nounced by the speaker, who said 
he believed that most disputes can 
be settled by arbitration. He cited 
as an example the boundary dis- 
pute between Chile and Argentina 
way back in 
the 
19th 
century 


which at the behest of the women 
and children of 
both 
countries 


was Fettled 
by arbitration. 
In 


commemoration of the settlement 
there was erected in 
the 
Andes 


Mountains a huge 
statue 
which 


bore the inscription, 
"Let 
these 


mountains crumble into dust be- 
fore we ever break the pledge that 
we have made before our Redeem- 
er." Arbitration would be success- 
ful in settling many disputes, the 
speaker said he believed, if sought 
in the proper manner and spirit. 


Christian teachings tell us that 


we rtre all one of a big family of 
which God Is the head, the speak- 
er stated and pointed out that war 
is expressly barred by Christianity 
for the. simple reason that we are 
forbidden in kill our fellowmen. 


Emphasizing that he was not a. 


pacifist, 
nor 
did he care to be 


classed as one, Rev. 
Maier 
said 


that 
defensive 
wars — battla 


against unjust 
aggression—were 


permissuble, but that such 
type 


was the only war which is justifi- 
able. 
Most 
wars, he said, were 


caused by international hatred or 
greed and many initiated and fos» 
tered by persons 
who 
stood - to 


profit by them. Wars that have as 
their motive the accumulation 
of 


wealth are unjust and should not 
be tolerated, the speaker stated. 


On such an occasion, 
however, 


when memories of past 
conflicts 


are brought to us so vividly, 
we 


should think not of war 
but 
of 


peace, the speaker said he believ- 
ed, and in closing advocated a pro- 
gram 
of 
education 
for 
peace, 


which he said could properly lie 
conducted in 
our 
schools, 
and 


which if carried out In the right 
manner 
throughout 
the 
world 


might eventually result in the end 
of war and its horrors.
